Output Slows 
To Trickle as 
Workers Quit 


Allied Industries 
Feel Effects; Coal 
Miners Get Layoffs

WASHINGTON—(AP)~ An in- 


dustry-union meeting to seek a 
steel strike settlement may be 
held within 48 hours, an industry 
source reported today. 


PITTSBURGH — (A P) — 


Production faded to a drib- 
ble today in the day-old steel 
strike. Allied unemployment 
mounted. 


An estimated 26,000 coal 


miners who produce coal for 
steel-making furnaces have 
been laid off for the duration. 
Thousands of railroaders 
awaited similar furloughs. 


The steel industry fell from a 


daily production of more than' 300,- 
000 tons to a tiny fraction of that 
amount 24 hours after the supreme 
court ruled the government had no 
right to seize the industry April 9. 


President Philip Murray of the 


CIO United Steelworkers ordered 
his 650,000 workers in basic steel 
to drop their tools as soon as he 
heard the decision. His men won't 
work without a contract, Murray 
vowed. 


Walkout Orderly 


The walkout is orderly across the 


nation. The giant U. S. Steel Corp. 
said some of its plants were not 
even being picketed. 


!The trickle of production left is 


accounted for by firms like Weir- 
ton Steel \Co., in Weirton, W. Va., 
and SteuVenville, O., which deal 
with independent unions and by 
companies like Kaiser Steel, which 
have signed agreements with the 
union. 


The trade journal Iron Age esti- 


mates general consumer steel in- 
ventories at from 30 to 60 days 
supply. Automobile makers are be- 
lieved to have 30 to 45 days supply.

The Reds grabbed these little 


areas during the weekend for in- 
corporation or evacuation in order 
to create "security belts" with 
which they are scaling off free 
Berlin from the surrounding Rus- 
sian occupation zone. 


Continue Broadcasts 


The Red radio 'continued broad- 


casting this morning, sending out 
mostly musical recordings. These 
programs might have come, how- 
ever, from alternate studips the 
Communists have constructed in 
the Russian sector of the city. The 
transmitter also is in the Red-held 
section. 


About 50' British military police- 


men and soldiers stood guard at 
the barbed wire thrown around the 
block-square building. They were 
aided by about 50 German police- 
men who kept the curious early 
morning crowds moving. 


The big radio, which the Rus- 


sians have operated since the fall 
of Berlin in 1945, has been Commu- 
nism's loudest voice in Germany. 
Although the area around the sta- 
tion fell to the British when the 
city was divided into occupation 
sectors, the Reds have maintained 
their grip on the station site. 


Erect More Blocks 


Communist police also were busy 


during the night—erecting more 
road blocks to seal off West Ber- 
lin from the surrounding Russian 
occupation zone.

ganization legislation. Hoover said 
previous commitments prevented 
him from appearing personally. 


Before the committee are 29 re- 


organization proprosals, including 
several bills which would create a 
new Hoover commission. 


So far, congress has approved 


two reorganization plans submit- 
ted by President Truman. 
Both 


dealt with agencies under congres- 
siona'l fire—the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance corporation and the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. 


Four Other Plans 


Four other plans submitted be- 


come effective next month if neith- 
er the senate nor the house vetoes 
them. 
Three would place under 


civil service the appointment 01 
postmasters, customs officials and 
U. S. marshals. The fourth would 
reorganize the government of the 
District of Columbia. 


One reorganization Hoover rec- 


ommended strongly today was the 
transfer of flood control and other

Communications Commission that 
as of the end of last week, Western 
Union was providing leased race 
wires to only 54 customers, mostly 
press associations, newspapers and 
radio stations. 


This compared with 1,502 race 


wire customers two years ago. 


A Western Union official added, 


lowever, that the shutdown of the 
handbooks may be only a tempor- 
ary result of recent federal, state 
and local crime investigating ac- 
tivity.

Ike Says Air Power Is Dominant 
Factor, But Infantry important 


'WASHINGTON—(AP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said today he 


has consistently contended that the dominant factor in any future 
war will be air power. At the same time, herald he wished anyone 
who believes the foot soldier can be eliminated-would "show me how 
to do it." 


Eisenhower, holding a news con- 


ference at the Pentagon was ask- 
ed about last Sunday's statement 
by Senator Robert A. Taft that 
there has been a steady deteriora- 
tion of U. S. air power which be- 
gan while the general was chief 
of staff. 


For Separate Force 


Eisenhower said he was ready to 


comment "on the record." 


"There was a man named Billy 


Mitchell," he recalled, who agi- 
tated after World War I for a sep- 
arate air force. 


Eisenhower added that he him- 


self 
"instantly started" a f t e r 


World War II to cooperate in di- 
vorcing air power from the ground 
forces. 


Gen. Carl A. Spaatz, retired air 


force leader, "was my compan- 
ion and associate" and "I stood 
with him on 70 (air fotce) groups," 
Eisenhower continued, adding that 
"we were whittled down." 
' Then he declared that the domi- 
nant power in^any future war "is 
going to be air power." 


At the same time, he added: 
"Anyone who finds out that the 


foot soldier can be finally climini- 
nated from war, I wish he would 
show me how to do it." 


Eisenhower also said 
he had 


stood for "air power and air force 


in every way It is possible to do 
so." 


* Differs With Taft 


Eisenhower's continents 
were 


sharply pointed up by the fact 
that he and Taft are the front- 
running candidates for the Repub 
Mean presidential nomination. 


Besides alleging a deterioration 


of U. S. air power, Taft in Sim- 
day's radio speech hit at what he 
called "the fallacy of our land 
generals.'' 


He said one of these is that "a 


awar against Russia can only be 
won o}\ the continent of 
Europe 


with bayonets." 


Eisenhower also told the news 


conference this country must have 
assurances it never will be cut off 
from the resources and friends it 
has in other parts of the world. 


Eisenhower said, too, that "KO' 


rca and Indochina have as 
im< 


portant implications as any other 
sector of the world." 


Continuing Danger 


And he warned of a continuing 


danger of "subversion, bribery and 
stealing" of free countries by the 
Communists such as occurred in 
the case of Czechoslovakia. 


Eisenhower made the statements 


at a news conference opening his

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Steel Crisis 
Back in Same 
Old Groove

WASHINGTON —(AP)— This is 


where we came in. 


It was to prevent a work stop- 


page in the steel industry that 
President Truman seized the mills 
in the first place. 


Now the Supreme court has can- 


celled the seizure, ordered the 
mills given back to the owners, and 
the steelworkers are. on strike. 


This puts both the president and 


congress on the spot. 


While the government had the 


mills, the workers worked. Now 
the strike is on after several 
threats and one brief walkout. And 
the country can't do without steel 
production indefinitely. 


Congress can pass a law giving 
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th« president legal right to seize 
he mills again or it could pass a 
aw forbidding a strike in steel. Or 
lerhaps it could find som« other 
inswer not thought of so far.

Of Uranium 


LONDON—(AP) — The "British 


government disclosed today that 
one of the world's biggest deposits 
of uranium—the raw material of 
the atom bomb—has been found 
in Nigeria.

part of the British West African 
colony, 20 miles from the nearest 
railway. 


Geologists who reported the fini 


estimated that each ton of ore conW 
tains $14 worth of uranium and 
nibium, a scarce metal used in 
heat-resistant alloys for jet engines. 
That would make the ore more val- 
uable than many high-grade gold 
deposits. 


The report said the field covers 


about 200 acres and that there is 
700,000 tons of ore to the vertical 
foot. The depth of .the deposit is

URBANA—You're likely to pay 


more per acre for farm land in 
Illinois than in any other large 
agricultural state. And you'll prob- 
ably 'find that the cost per acre 
has doubled since 1940. 


That's the report today from C. 


L. Stewart, land price specialist in 
the University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 


Stewart says that, according to 


the 1950 census of agriculture, 
Illinois farm 
property 
values 


ranked fifth from the top with an 
average of $174 an acre. New 
Jersey was highest at $293, fol- 
lowed by Connecticut at $248, 
Khode Island 'at $232 and Massa- 
chusetts at $190. These, census 
averages combine all grades ot 
land. 
However, the combined acreage 


of these four comparatively small 
states is less than half that of Illi- 
nois. These states are highly ur- 
banized, and this fact pulls farm 
land prices upward. 


Stewart points out that these cen- 


sus figures do not correspond with 
present land values, since per acre 
values have kept on rising since 
1950. 


In 
Illinois, values have 
in- 


creased 25 to 30 per cent in the 
past two years. The present aver- 
age is about $224 an acre. 
Stewart emphasizes the fact that 


this figure is only an average; 
sales prices on select farm lands 
often exceed 5500 an acre.

Retired Ambassador to Russia Under Roosevelt Non- 


Turns Against Democratic Policies

SAN DIEGO, Calif.—In a small, improvised office, partitioned off 


from the garage at the rear of a modest home in Coronado, Admiral 
William H. Standley, who was ambassador to Soviet Russia from Feb- 
ruary, 1912, to September, 1943, has been writing his memoirs for 
the weird, mixed record of the betrayal of the United States In favor 
of a dangerous enemy. Concurrently, Admiral Standley also'is mak- 
ing speeches which are fiercely political. He has turned against'the 
Democratic party to which he once gave his devotion and has'said 
repeatedly to the relatively small audiences within sound of his 


voice that the United States will "go down the 
river" Unless the Truman administration and its 
remnants of the treacherous Communist machine 
created under Roosevelt are thrown out of power 
next November. 


He himself was guilty of gullibility In believ- 


ing that we could trust and cooperate with Russia 


** and in his long reluctance to believe that traitors 


could possibly exist in our armed services, or in the 
state department and in the White House. 


"As a naval officer," he explained earnestly, 


"I could not imagine that any American could be 
a traitor." He believes it now, though. And he 


believes that many others were victims of their own determination to 
believe that Communism and the American Constitution did /tot 
necessarily conflict. 


"What about Eleanor Roosevelt?" I asked. "Do you think she 


is a Communist." 


"No," he said. "A lot of the worst ones weren't really Commu- 


nists. I don't think Harry Hopkins was. He was just a Socialist. I 
don't think Harriman is. 
But Harriman thrust our stuff on the 


Russians all the way. I think Eleanor always was doing her best to 
further the cause." 


"What cause do you mean?" 
"I mean getting on with the war." 
Admiral Stanley exploded in Moscow with a public statement at- 


tacking Stalin and the Kremlin for concealing from the Russian people 
the extent of the material help which they were receiving from the 
United States. A group of American reporters had gone on a typical 
Russian cook's tour of fought-over fields near Kharkov. They told 
him they had actually seen no "front"; no fighting nor any American 
supplies. 
Incidentally, he insists that none of the Americans who 


claimed to have gone-to Russian fighting fronts ever got there. They 
just saw some unburied dead and imagined that • they had been 
deep in war. 


In his book. Admiral Standley 


says the Soviet authorities seemed 
to want to make their people be- 
lieve the Red army was fighting 
the war alone.

j One of the most important dif- 
ferences between the expert and 
the average bridge player is that 
the expert count* his tricks. This 
may seem like a very simple oper- 
ation, but somehow or other only 
the expert does it regularly. 


i When today's hand was played, 
South ruffed the opening club lead 
and returned the king of hearts. 
East won with the ace of hearts 
and had to make the key decision 
immediately. 


The average player would In- 


stantly return the jack of dia- 
monds. This would allow the de- 
clarer to make his contract. South 
would win with the ace of dia- 
monds, draw a second round of 
trumps, and lead his remaining 
Uiamond toward dummy. 


He would eventually discard a 


spade on dummy's queen ot dia- 
monds, after which he svould need 
only a successful spade guess to 
make his contract." 


When the hand was played, how- 


ever, Leonard B. Harmon held the 
East cards. Mr. Harmon, counted 
the defensive tricks and discovered 
that his side could win one trump 
and no clubs. 


He could be quite certain that 


his partner had no more than one 
high card in diamonds, since if 
West held the ace and king of 
diamonds in addition to his strong 
clubs he would have taken some 
action during the bidding. Hence 
Mr. Harmon could expect no more 
than one diamond trick. 


It followed therefore that the 


defenders needed two spade tricks Saint Peter, 
to defeat the contract. These could 
be won only if South had three 
small spades—and only if East 
returned his lowest spade imme- 
diately. 


'After coming to this conclusion 


Mr. Harmon returned, the four o! 
spades. West played the queen, and 
dummy won with the king. South 
got to his hand by ruffing a club 
and drew trumps. 


_He next tried to develop a dia- 


niond trick, but West stepped up 
with the king of diamonds in order 
to lead his remaining spade. Now 
Mr. Harmon could take the ace and 
ten of spades, defeating the con- 
tract.

Many people report that when they 
get such cramps they must get out 
of bed and walk around for a few 
minutes, after uhich the pain dis- 
appears. 


Since the ultimate cause of poor 


local circulation or of lowered su- 
gar or calcium levels in the blood 
often is hard to determine, (he 
treatment is not invariably too 
satisfactory. 


In general, all persons who are 


troubled in this manner should 
have their circulation studied. X- 
ray films taken, and tests made of 
the blood sugar and blood calcium.

Truman had about three choices: 


(1) sit tight a while to see what 
the industry and union may accom- 
plish on their own, (2) invoke the 
Taft-Hartley Law's 80-day court in- 
junction provisions against a con- 
tinued strike, or (3) ask congress 
for special legislation to deal with 
the situation. 


Truman Wary 


Truman is likely to be wary of

Illinois Bankers Told Nation 
Needs New Kind of Leadership 


CHICAGO — (AP)— Communism, 


corruption, confusion and confisca- 
tion were cited today by House Re- 
publican Leader Martin of Massa- 
chusetts as the four great menaces 
before the people. 


In a speech prepared for the an- 


nual convention of the Illinois 
Bankers Association, Martin called 
for a new kind of leadership. 


Communism, he said, is a men- 


ace both at home and abroad; 
confusion is rampant in the pres- 
ent national leadership; 
corrup- 


tion prevails in government, and 


property confiscation has become 
an "alien philosophy of govern- 
ment." 


"Much of our confusion in gov- 


ernment," Martin said, "arises 
from the steady encroachment of 
the government in our personal 
lives and in our business objec- 
tives." 


Accused of Scandals 


The congressman accused the 


Truman administration of encour- 
aging expansion of bureaucracy, 
and said "scandals arc the inevit- 
able result of a burcauctacy grown 


so largo that It cannot bo properly 
screened." 


"Corruption and confusion arc 


the twin evils of big government 
and administrations so long in pow- 
er that they have lost their vigor, 
vitality and responsibility," Martin 
declared. "The confusion of little 
men with little vision has brought 
us to a position where wo are fear 
ful of the future. There arc signs 
that our spending on Utopian poll 
cies have brought us to the brink 
of a sharp recession." 


While some people fear a bus: 


ness recession may come early 
next year, Martin said, it can be 
avoided "through intelligent plaiv 
ning and the protection of the 
value of the American dollar." 


Phony KinerROiicios 


For every true emergency pro 


claimed during the last 20 years, 
Martin claimed, "there have been 
10 phony emergencies that were 
no moro than the product of the 
blunders of the proclaimers them- 
selves" In a bid for more power. 


Martin predicted that the threat 


of Communism will continue ajT 
long as the administration in Wash"- ' 
ington persists in a policy of "api' 
peasement and vaccilation" in Uift, 
Far East.
